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One subject arrested on multiple drug charges after

An incident Sunday 
night, Feb. 2, in downtown 
Elba near the Dairy Queen 
restaurant led to the arrest of 
an Elba man on multiple 
drug charges.

The suspect, Zendre 
Coleman, age 44, of Elba, 
was removed from the ve- 
hicle at which time Chief 
Hussey said he began fight- 
ing the officers. 

“He [Coleman] ran up 
Farris Street behind some 
houses,” Hussey said. “Of- 
ficers were able to catch the 
suspect and take him into 
custody.”

Instead of talking 
about how great their company and cell phone service is, 
this ad praised emergency workers, including first re- 
sponders, medical folks, law enforcement, etc., as the ones 
who really count and would benefit with 5G service. I 
didn’t even hear the Verizon name until the end of the com- 
mercial. Well done. 


We admire the great mission of the Ronald McDonald 
House and the way this charity makes it work for the bene- 
fit of sick children and their families visiting places like 
Birmingham for doctor appointments and treatment. Their 
2019 annual impact report is just out, and it is not dis- 
appointing. The Birmingham facility has 73 rooms — people 
stayed an average of 14 nights with the record being a stay 
of 204 nights! 5,211 people were served, 1,921 family 
stays, $8.2 million saved (by affected families) in food and 
lodging costs, 6,021 visits to their Family Rooms. No one 
would be disappointed for helping this organization, either 
financially or as a volunteer worker or sponsor of a meal 
for the families. 


A few weeks ago we commented about a couple of books 
we have just been rereading. One by Doris Kearns Good- 
win covered the careers of Abe Lincoln, both the Roose- 
velts and Lyndon Johnson. Sunday afternoon we were 
thinking about some of the great things those guys did in 
their life and as our president. For a while we pondered why 
the LBJ portion of the book showed more of his ‘warts’ 
than the sections covering of the other three. Our conclu- 
sion was not that LBJ was worse, but that the writer knew 
him personally, had worked for him in the White House 
and after he went back to his Texas ranch. She just wrote 
about him from her personal experiences and not just what 
the historical records revealed. She is a Pulitzer Prize 
winner and is now teaching at Harvard.

The 
Tigers have a chance to pull off a shocker in the area tour- 
nament this week, but even if their season ends | am sure 
the players will remember some of the long bus rides and 
homecourt losses when they out back on the sneakers next 
season. 

*#* The Elba Lady Tigers bounced back from an eatly- 
week upset at Luverne to take out their frustrations from the 
loss on Brantley and New Brockton as they battered the 
Lady Bulldogs by 30 points and clobbered the Lady Game- 
cocks by 43 points, to close the regular season with an 18- 
7 record. The Lady Tigers have been one of the most 
dominant teams in south Alabama for most of the season 
and have lost only once to a 1A opponent, but must put all 
of their success behind them and be focused on the post- 
season since one loss can end the season. The Elba girls 
have worked hard for months to reach the post-season party, 
and their play in the coming days and weeks will show just 
how far they have really come this season. 

*** 4 Iook around the area after the completion of the 
regular season revealed that it could be a fun post-season 
party for a number of area teams. With the boys, Brantley 
has proven it can compete with any team across the state on 
any given night and has the weapons to make a long run, 
while Zion Chapel appears to have a solid shot at moving 
on to the sub-region round and possibly even farther, New 
Brockton isn’t a team any one can take lightly, and Kinston 
is well coached and very capable of pulling off a surprise. 
Over with the girls, Kinston enjoyed its best season in years 
and has its eyes squarely focused a trip to the regional tour- 
nament, while Brantley is wounded after a losing season, 
but still very dangerous; Zion Chapel has a real chance to 
advance to the sub-region level; and New Brockton has to 
be looking forward to the season to end. 

*** Tread an article on line last week about the financial 
status of the athletic department at the University of Ala- 
bama, and it looks like the folks up at Tuscaloosa better be 
happy the football team is successful! While Bama’s foot- 
ball program put over $25 million in the bank, the other 
sports were all in the red, except for men’s basketball, which 
did have a positive balance of $61, 921. The other fifteen 
sports teams at Alabama had a combined loss of over $22 
million, led by baseball at almost $3 million, track at over 
$2 million, and women’s athletics, which combined for over 
$13 million in losses. A closer look at the financial chart re- 
vealed that a total of 11 athletic teams lost over $1 million 
last season, which makes it clear that if not for the success 
of the football program there might not be quite as many 
teams wearing crimson and white. 

** In closing... it has been an exciting couple of weeks 
down at the small town of Hartford as Alabama Coach Nick 
Saban was in town to visit a Bulldog football standout and 
girl’s basketball standout Karoline Striplin announced she 
had committed to play collegiately at the University of Ten- 
nessee.
